"The fun eommenced with the reading of
the minutes,  VWells statad that ko had bean
AWAY sinee the regulur moeting in July, and
ns the prosident had also bosn away, he
woula lke to have tho minutes read for all
the mectines during His ataoneoa, The soc-
rotary read s roguested the minutes of the
meating nold on tho eveulng of July 1%, the
memorable meoting wbhen Member Wells
offeren hls redolutions with raferenca to the
insuratco of the bulldings and the letting of
the contract for furnaces to tha highes? lo-
atond of thn Jowest bidder,

When the seeretary came to the resolu-
tions he omitted them, ns at the following
mecting the president hoa ordered tho reso-
lutions expunged from tho record at the re-
quest of soma of the other members,

As noon as thoe secretary had finished the
ronding Wells nasked for tne privilege of ox-
uming tho record, as it was wrong, When
he hud examined it he turned to the prosis
dont and asked Blm ol be assumed the

A Solid Baltding.

The new Avenue B school house is
nenring completion, nnd will muke n
neat «olid building from the ground un.
Thers is not a crack in the walls,. The
ground being low and soft many thought
1t was impossible to erect a building
free from the above defocts; but the new
part hins not even settled from  the old,
Looking through the building one is im-
prossed with  the practical brickwori,
timboars nnd the intecvior arrangement
and linish,

The concrete foundation is seven and
a hulf feet wide and two feet. deap, which,
with Portland cement and broken stone,
his made n golin foundation.  On top of
this is o berick footing seven feot wido,
nnd on this vlsos o twenty-Hve-inch wall
to tho lirst loor joists, Above this foun-
dution ure sixteen-inch walis,  Fvory
third joist is anchored to walls with o
henyy ‘1" iron. The wall plates on which

the rafters are nadled wree anchorvod and
bolted 1o the walls. The rufters nre
also braced and anchored o ceiling

juists in such amanner that the roof can
never blow off unless the whole building
would go with it.  I'rom the top of the
towor ecan boe had one of the grandest
views in the city.

Taking into consideration the loca-
tion nnd the faet that it is an addition
to an old building, J. C. & W. Wood-
wird, the nrehitects and builders, have
shown that a solid building can be
erected in that part of the eity, and
their work should be appreciated.

Enjolned the Board of Suporvisors,

Judge Macy handed down his deeision
vesterday i the sult that was commenced in
tho aistriot court to prevent thelovying of
the school tax by the county Doard of
Supervisors. In his doecision he sustained
the position taken by W. H. Ware, the at-
torney for the plaintil, and hold that the
stotute providing for the publication of an
estimate botwann the regular meoting of the
scnool bourd ana the third Monday in May
applied to the independent districts and not
to the subldistricts aloue, as cialmad by At-
torney Stewart, who appesred for the schiool
board.

In o private eonversation after the deei-
ston had beeu rendered Judge Mooy stated
that the school law as it now stands seemed
to be a conglomeration of 1dens thut only a
deciston of the supremo court could unmix,
and he hoped the supreme court womd be
given an opportunity to investigate the pres-
ant case.

He granted a temporary finjunction re-
siraining the supervisors from making the
tax levy. The trial of the quastion whe her
the injunction shull be wmade permarent will
not take place until the November term.
There is some talk, however, among the
membors of the school boarg, who are of
course the real parties in interast, ol agree-
fng to the temporary injunction belng made
permanent on the showing already made,
und Attorney Stewart was glven time to con-
sult the bourd as to what steps shall next be
taken,
